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such  time  shall  anj  person,  corporation,  institatioDy  society,  asso- 
elation,  or  agent  thereof,  except  a  duly  licensed  dispensary,  dig- 
play,  or  cause  to  he  displayed,  a  sign  or  any  other  thing  which 
could  directly,  or  b\'  suggestion,  indicate  the  existence  of  the 
injuivalent,  in  purpose  and  effect,  of  a  dispensary. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  and  published  under  the 
authority  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollare,  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  October  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight. 

The  Board  reiterates  its  belief  that  legislation  is  required  to 
prevent  the  abuse  of  medical  charities,  now  so  prevalent  in  New 
York  city,  and  also  the  overgrowth  of  such  charities,  and  hopes 
that  a  statute  which  will  be  satisfactorv  to  all  who  are  desirous  of 
rectifying  such  abuses  may  be  enacted. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  dispensaries  in  each 
county  of  the  State,  which  reported  to  the  Board  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1897,  the  number  of  their  beneficiaries,  and 
of  the  prescriptions  dispensed  during  that  period.

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appointment  of  the  trustees  of  the  New  York  State  School  for  the 
Blind,  and  from  the  Comptroller  the  authority  to  require  advance 
estimates  from  and  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  inBtitution,  an 
authority  whirh,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  has  been  exercised 
with  benefirent  i-esults. 

Furthe/  than  this  the  counties  were  to  be  rt>lieved  of  the  direct 
expense  of  the  education  and  support  of  the  class  of  pupils  known 
as  county  pupils,  and  this  extra  burden,  amounting  to  about 
1150,000  per  annum,  was  to  be  assumed  by  the  State. 

These  changes  were  also  considered  to  ignore  and  to  be 
prejudicial  to  the  Board's  Constitutional  right  of  visitation  and 
ins[>ection,  and  its  statutory  right  of  supervision  over  such  instita- 
tions  as  affirmed  and  determined  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  a 
decision  rendrred  Otober  12,  1897,  in  the  case  of  the  "  People  of 
the  State  of  New  York  ex  rel.  the  New  York  Institution  for  the 
Blind,  respondent,  against  Ashbel  P. Fitch, Comptroller  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  appellant/'  proceedings  initiated  not  by  the  Board, 
but  by  the  Institution  itself,  and,  indeed,  seemed  to  be  framed 
with  the  purpose,  in  part  at  least,  of  reversing  the  decision  of  this 
high  tribunal.  Although,  as  must  be  apparent,  these  Oonstitii- 
tional  rights,  affirmed  by  the  highest  court  of  the  State,  could  not 
be  alienated  by  statute,  the  i*esult  of  such  an  enactment  as  was 
proposeil,  would  doubtless,  have  been  to  befog  the  minds  of  the 
institutional  authorities  to  some  extent  at  least,  and  to  produce 
needh^ss  friction  between  them  and  the  Board's  representatives 
seeking  to  give  attention  to  their  lawful  duties. 

This  decision  settled  several  questions  which  had  been  in  con- 
tention for  some  time  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  should 
have  been  accepted  by  the  State  authorities  as  final.  Several  of 
its  most  imiK>rtant  notes  are  the  following: 
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pupils,  although  the  Board  has  neither  seen  nor  heard  any 
evidence  to  that  effect,  but  like  other  misfortunes,  the  facts  are 
not  likely  to  be  changed  for  the  better  by  any  mere  transposition 
of  terms.  In  other  words,  it  is  the  fact  which  is  unfortunate  and 
to  be  regrett(*d,  and  not  the  name  by  which  it  is  known.  At  the 
same  time  the  Boai'd  has  never  known  of  the  use  of  any  unkind 
word  or  term  in  connection  with  such  pupils,  except  by  some  of 
the  oflicei's  of  their  own  institutions  in  an  attempt  to  create  a 
prejudice  against  the  Constitutional  provisions  and  the  statute 
referred  to. 

If  the  theory  of  the  Commissioners  of  Statutory  Revision  and 
the  supporters  of  the  bill  be  the  correct  one  tlien  there  is  not 
an  orphan  asylum  or  a  home  for  normal  children  in  the  State 
which  should  not  be  placed  under  the  exclusive  supervision  of 
the  State  Supc^rintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  removed  from 
the  jurisdiclion  of  this  Board,  for  the  right  of  such  childi*en  to 
an  education  is  certainly  equal  to  those  of  any  other  class  in  the 
State. 

This  Board  has  for  years  exercised  rights  of  visitation  and 
inspection  over  institutions  including  those  for  the  deaf  and  the 
blind,  co-ordinately  with  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instroction, 
and  is  unaware  of  any  friction  or  evil  results  arising  therefrom. 
The  Board  is  now  and  has  always  been  willing  to  reach  an 
amicable  and  satisfactory  understanding  with  the  educational 
authorities,  whereby  there  shall  be  no  overlapping  of  work  and 
no  cause  of  misunderstanding  or  of  friction  between  ti^e  two 
departments. 

The  measure  in  question  met  with  much  other  opposition  and 
failed  of  passage.

THE    ACCOUNTS    OF    CHABITABLE    INSTITUTIONS,    SOCIETIES 

AND  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  State  Charities  Law  presupposes  that  all  the  charitable  in- 
stitutions, societies  and  associations  in  this  State,  whether  incor- 
porated or  not  incorporated,  are  in  the  habit  of  keeping  careful 
and  accurate  accounts  in  detail  of  their  receipts  and  expenditures, 
and  of  their  beneficiaries  also,  for  it  directs  the  Board  to  obtain 
from  all  such  organizations  statistical  information  which  can  be 
furnished  only  when  records  are  so  kept. 

Such  account  keeping,  however,  the  Board  regrets  to  sa}^ 
seems  to  be  a  burden  to  some  of  the  officers  of  these  insti- 
tutions, for  although  the  statistics  requested  bj  the  Board  are 
simple  iu  their  nature,  much  correspondence  is  required 
in  frequent  instances,  and  apparently  also  a  considerable 
amount  of  computation  on  the  part  of  such  officers,  to  secure  the 
desired  data.  In  many  ciises  the  reports,  upon  being  examined, 
are  found  to  be  incorrect,  rendering  further  correspondence  neces- 
sary, so  that  hundreds  of  letters  have  to  be  written  each  year 
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Charles  S.  Hoyt,  Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor.  Hia 
examination,  completed  in  December,  1898,  shows  that  838  idiotic 
and  feeble-minded  cases  in  almshouses  are  yet  to  be  provided  for 
under  State  care.  These  cases  are  troublesome  to.  the  several 
institutions  of  whi<;h  they  are  inmates,  and  do  not  there  receive 
the  custodial  care  necessary  not  only  to  their  protection,  but  to 
that  of  the  public. 

To  provide  for  them,  extensive  additions  will  be  neceBsary  to 
the  State  institutionfi  named  or  another  State  institution  must 
be  established.  The  latter  alternative  is  preferable  for  several 
reasons. 

First.  That  the  proposed  institution  may  provide  for  a  more 
equitable  distribution  of  these  cases  from  the  several  districts  of 
the  State. 

Second.  That  such  institution  can  be  mainly  custodial  and  thas 
allow  of  a  further  and  more  complete  classification  of  these  cases 
throughout  the  State  than  is  now  possible. 

In  connection  with  the  first  point  it  is  a  fact  that  the  counties 
of  New  York  and  Kings  contribute  about  sixty  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  required  annually  for  the  maintenance  of  the  idiotic  and 
the  feeble-minded  of  the  State,  and  yet,  the  only  public  institu- 
tion for  the  care  of  those  cases  located  in  this  part  of  the  State 
is  maintained  by  the  city  of  New  York.  The  State  institationB 
to  which  these  wards  in  the  eastern  counties  are  sent  are  situ- 
ated in  the  central  and  western  parts  of  the  State,  and  this 
requires  the  tmnsfer  of  the  great  majority  of  the  caaes  in  such 
eastern  counties  to  these  distant  points.  A  large  part  of  the 
State  is  thus  very  inadequately  provided  for. 

An  institution,  custodial  in  character,  and  established  in  an 
eligible  locality  in  one  of  the  eastern  counties,  should  be  devote^

SOKCE  BE6TJI1T8  OF  LOCAL  MAXTAGEMEHT. 

The  Board  is  compelled  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  the  unfair  treatment  accorded  New  York  and  Elings 
counties  in  some  of  the  State  institutions  in  the  number  of  per- 
sons admitted.  In  several  of  them  the  beneficiaries  are  drawn  al- 
most entirely  from  the  rest  of  the  State,  and  these  counties  al- 
lotted a  small  fraction.  Thus,  on  December  31,  1898,  the  popula- 
tion of  the  Rome  Custodial  Asylum  was  as  follows:

The  inmates  of  this  institution  are  idiots.  From  the  above  it 
will  be  seen  that  less  than  one-«eventh  (1-7)  come  from  New  York 
and  Kings,  and  this  though  statistics  show  that  out  of  838  such 
persons  in  the  almshouses  of  the  State  yet  unprovided  for,  570  are 
in  those  counties. 

Again,  on  December  31,  1898,  the  population  of  the  State  Cus- 
todial Asylum  for  Feeble-minded  Women   was  as  follows:

Here,  then,  New  York  and  Kings  have  very  much  more  than  one- 
third  (1-3)  of  the  population,  a  fair  apportionment. 

Another  evil  which  arises  from  the  system  in  vogue  is,  that  as 
the  managers  or. trustees  are  appointed  as  a  rule  from  one  locality 
they  may  act  as  a  clique.  Consequently,  in  admitting  beneficiaries, 
they  are  not  only  partial  to  their  own  section  of  the  State  in  order 
to  favor  it,  but  also,  for  the  same  reason,  may  make  many  unrea- 
sonable demands  upon  the  State  Treasury.  We  confidently  pre- 
dict that  were  other  parts  of  the  State  represented,  it  would  be 
more  possible  to  ascertain  when  the  State  Treasury  was  being 
raided.  State  taxes  for  charitable  purposes  wouH  be  much 
reduced. 

The  second  cause,  namely,  the  absence  of  a  statutory  require- 
ment providing  for  a  just  apportionment  speaks  for  itself.  Craig 
Colony  has  such  a  provision,  and  we  again  point  to  the  result, 
above  set  forth. 

Closing  this  subject  we  recommend  that  the  trustees  and  mana- 
gers of  the  great  State  charitable  institutions  be  appointed  from 
every  judicial  district  of  the  State,  one  from  each,  and  two  from 
the  home  judicial  district,  and  that  equitable  rules  of  apportion- 
ment be  spread  upon  the  statute  books. 
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oomfort  or  usefulness  of  the  buildings.  In  most  cases  these  really 
detract  from  the  architectural  effect,  and  in  all  cases  they  have 
added  to  the  expense  of  the  building.  These  towers  and  bay 
windows  are  the  ear  marks  of  State  charity  architecture,  but  even 
they  are  not  the  worst  enemies  of  architectural  beauty.  At  times 
the  governing  board  of  the  institution  is  authorized  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  employ  local  talent.  This  leads  inevitably  to  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  local  architect  to  design  his  building  so  that  it 
will  stand  out  from  all  the  others  of  the  institution  and  bear  wit- 
ness to  his  originality.  This  necessitates  disregarding  all  the 
other  buildings,  the  use  of  a  different  material,  and,  in  cases,  to 
the  adoption  of  a  style  unlike  any  other  style  in  the  world  and 
dissimilar  to  the  other  buildings. 
Most  of  the  State  charitable  buildings  are  constructed  of  brick, 

* 

an  honest  material  which  lends  itself  to  artistic  effects  if 
the  designer  has  the  ability  to  think  in  the  material  in  which  he 
works.  It  is  a  very  well  known  fact  in  architecture  that  it  does 
not  matter  how  rude,  cheap,  and  otherwise  uninteresting  a  mate- 
rial  may  be,  if  handled  with  the  proper  feeling  and  appreciation 
of  its  value,  artistic  and  harmonious  designs  can  be  obtained. 
Nor  does  it  add  to  the  expense  of  a  building  to  have  it  properly 
and  artistically  designed.  In  advising  that  more  attention  be 
given  to  thoughtful  architecture  no  extravagance  is  contemplated. 

Much  improvement  can  be  made  in  the  direction  indicated.  In 
the  construction  of  existing  buildings  in  many  instances  common- 
place and  well. established  sanitary  laws  have  been  disregarded; 
and  by  wasted  room,  unnecessarily  thick  walls  or  faulty  construc- 
tion, public  money  has  been  thoughtlessly  wasted. 

State  work  should  represent  the  very  best  architectural  talent 
available.    This  does  not  necessarily  meaq  that  the  State  shall

G.  No  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  a  new  building  for 
a  State  charitable  institution  should  be  made  without  the  express 
proviso  that  such  appropriation  is  made  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  State  Board  of  Charities  as  to  location  of  buildings,  plans 
specifications  and  contracts,  duplicate  originals  to  be  filed  with  the 
State  Comptroller  and  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

The  Board  believes  that  reasonable  economy  will  be  insured  by 
requiring  the  final  adoption  of  building  plans,  including 
their  location,  for  State  or  other  public  charitable 
institutions,  to  be  made  subject  to  its  approval.  The 
cost  of  dormitory  and  living  buildings  for  inmates  should 
in  no  case  exceed  f500  per  capita,  and  for  this  amount  well 
equipped  and  substantial  buildings  should  be  furnished,  while  for 
some  classes  of  inmates  a  much  smaller  exx)enditure  will  suffice. 

As  much  as  J1,000  per  capita  has  recently  been  paid  for  hous- 
ing dependents^  not  including  furniture,  the  Board,  to  its  regret, 
possessing  at  present  no  power  to  prevent  such  an  extravagant 
use  of  the  State's  money. 

LOBBYING  FOB  APPBOPBIATIOKS. 

The  Board  strongly  deprecates  the  custom  of  lobbying  for  ap- 
propriations, which  eome  of  the  officers  and  other  representatives 
of  public  and  of  private  charitable  institutions  have  fol- 
lowed with  more  or  less  persistency  in  the  past.  This  custom 
should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  be  discontinued,  as  lacking  in 
dignity  and  propriety,  and  because  such  officials,  when  in  Albany, 
are  probably  neglecting  duties  at  home  for  which  they  are  paid, 
and  which  require  their  individual  attention.  The  Board  believes 
that  the  officers  of  institutions,  subject  to  its  supervision,  should 
submit  their  reijuests  for  Ijegislative  appropriations  through  the 
Board,  as  tbe  State  Charities  L»w  provides,  and  remain  away

The  outstanding  Indebtedness  was  ?1,500  for  money  borrowed^ 
and  the  only  asset  was  the  balance  in  cash. 

Of  the  ordinary  exi)enditures,  36.4  per  cent,  was  for  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  20.7  per  cent,  for  provisions,  1.6  per  cent,  for 
(jlothing,  8.9  per  cent,  for  fuel  and  lights,  1.3  per  cent,  for  hos- 
pital and  medical  supplies,  4.1  per  cent  for  household  stores,  4.4 
per  cent,  for  ordinary  repairs,  7.8  per  cent,  for  expenses  of  man- 
agers, .4  of  1  per  cent,  for  transportation  of  inmates,  and  14.4 
per  cent,  for  all  other  ordinary  expenses. 

Chapter  593,  Laws  of  1898  (Appropriation  bill),  appropriated  for

The  special  appropriations  amounted  to  f  31,443.42,  and  the  total 
appropriations  to  f  46,443.42. 

This  home  was  not  established  upon  the  recommendation  of  thi» 
Board,  which  reported  it  unnecessary,  and  the  Board  will  be  con- 
servative in  recommending  any  extension  of  its  accommodations. 

The  barn  lu'ovided  for  by  the  last  Legislature,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  some  grading  of  the  grounds  has  been  done.    Plans 
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is  in  like  condition,  and  is  small  and  inconvenient.    A  present 
urgent  need  of  the  asylum  is  for  new  dormitory  buildings  and  a 

* 

new  school  building. 

The  Board  accordingly  recommends  the  erection  of  two  new 
brick  dormitory  buildings,  each  two  stories  high,  for  the  girls,  each 
building  to  house  forty  inmates  and  two  attendants,  with  a  small 
sitting  room  on  each  floor  and  a  play  room  in  the  basement.  Also 
the  erection  of  a  brick  school  building,  with  assembly  and  recita- 
tion!, rooms  to  accomodate  120  pupils.  These  buildingw  to  be  at 
least  eighty  feet  apart  and  to  be  connected  by  covered  passage 
wavs.  The  land  in  the  vicinitv  of  the  asvlum  abounds  in  naturil 
gas  wells  of  considerable  importance  and  value,  and  the  Board 
recommends  that  gas  be  drilled  for  on  the  institution  premises 
with  the  expectation  of  obtaining  a  sufficient  supply  for  its 
purposes. 

The  Board  recommends  the  following  appropriations,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  this  institution,  the  plans, 
specifications  and  contracts  for  buildings  and  improvements,  with 
their  location,  to  be  subject  to  the  Board's  approval;  two  dormi- 
tory buildings  having  capacity  for  40  inmates  each,  |22,000; 
school  building,  $14,000;  passage  ways  connecting  the  various 
buildings,  ?5,000;  architect's  fees,  $2,500;  furnishing,  $2,500; 
grading,  $1,000;  completing  dining-room  building,  $3,000;  new 
boiler,  $700;  drilling  and  equipping  gas  well,  $2,000;  mainte- 
nance, $22,000;  making  the  special  appropriations  approved  of 
$52,700,  and  the  total  appropriation,  74,700.

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volunteers,  Governor  Morgan  made  him  one  of  the  war  committee 
of  the  Twenty-sixth  Senatorial  District.  Dr.  Hoyt  was  then 
moved  to  ofifer  himself  in  response  to  this  urgent  call  of  his 
country,  and  joined  the  army  as  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth  New  York  Volunteers,  and  was  after- 
ward detailed  as  executive  officer  of  the  Field  Hospital,  First 
Division,  Second  Army  Corps.  He  became  Acting  Surgeon  of 
the  regiment  December  12, 1863,' Surgeon  Hammond  having  been 
detailed  Brigade  Surgeon.  He  was  attached  to  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac  during  all  his  service,  and  participated  in  all  its 
battles  from  Ciettysburg  to  Appomattox. 

Dr.  Hoyt  was  endowed  by  nature  with  very  marked  executive 
ability,  which  enabled  him  to  achieve  results  that  would  seem 
to  some  men  imiK)ssible.  This  quality  proved  very  useful  m 
his  army  experience,  and  a  direct  quotation  from  a  volume  of 
war  biographical  sketches,  bearing  upon  this  personal  charac- 
teristic, seems  to  the  point: 

"  While  executive  officer  of  the  Division  hospital  he  brought 
everything  into  order  and  system,  so  that  all  parts  worked 
smoothly  together  without  delays  or  jars.  With  the  musicians  of 
the  Division  organized  into  a  company  under  an  officer — a  strict 
disciplinarian-  -  who  had  charge  of  erecting,  taking  down  and 
removing  hos])ital  tents  and  accommodations,  bringing  in  and 
carrying  out  the  wounded  and  such  as  had  died;  with  a  corps 
of  nurses  to  attend  to  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  cooks  to  pro- 
vide them  nourishment  and  food,  and,  in  fine,  with  a  complete 
system  of  division  of  labor  and  duty,  everything  was  done  with 
such  dispatch  that  the  hospital  accommodations  seemed  ever 
to  accomi)any  the  Division,  and  however  rapid  the  movements 
of  the  army  or  sudden  the  enc^my  was  engaged,  the  wounded 
found  well  appointed  hospital  arrangements  in  the  rear,  where 
were  in  attendance  nurses  in  waiting,  cooks  to  prepare  food,  and 
added  to  all,  the  Sanitary  and  ('hristian  Commissions  to  shower 
with  a  lavish  hand  unexpected  but  much  needed  and  tempting 
delicacies  and  comforts. 
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hibits  of  the  work  done  by  institutional  inmates  as  well  as  rep- 
resentations in  other  lines.  Dr.  Hoyt  took  hold  of  this  with  his 
usual  vigor  and  with  his  plans  well  matured.  With  herculean 
effoi'ts  he  either  had  prepared  or  else  secured  from  institutions 
a  large  number  of  exhibits  of  th(»  penal,  charitable,  eleemosynary, 
correctional  and  reformatory  work  of  the  b^tate  which  was  un- 
der the  direction  of  this  I5oard.  Dr.  Iloyt's  notable  accomplish- 
ment, however,  in  connection  with  this  exhibit  was  a  set  of 
statistical  charts,  forty-two  in  number,  i-elating  to  crime,  pauper- 
ism, insanity,  iminigration,  etc.,  sh<jwing  the  annual  changes, 
chiefly  increase,  from  1880  to  181)2,  inclusive.  The  charts  re- 
lating to  immigration  embraced  a  longer  period,  from  1848  to 
1892,  inclusive,  showing  th(»  increase  or  decrease  of  immigra- 
tion from  year  to  year,  the  nationality,  real  and  comparative, 
etc.,  etc.,  and  these  i)roved  exhibits  of  very  great  interest  and 
value.  These  last  named  involved  much  correspondence  and 
very  extensive  rt^search,  but  while  his  powers  of  mental  and 
physical  endurance  were  greatly  overtaxed  at  this  time,  and 
even  he  himself  was  appn^hensive  of  breaking  down,  he  never 
abated  his  zeal  or  labor,  but  turned  night  into  day  when  neces- 
sary,  and  with  no  little  satisfaction  to  himself,  successfully  ac- 
comi)lished  a  very  onerous  task. 

Sleep  Avas,  in  fact,  tired  nature's  sweet  restorer  to  Dr.  llovt. 
In  the  midst  of  the  most  exhaustive  mental  tax,  his  pen  would 
suddenly  cease  to  ply,  and  throwing  himself  back  in  his  chair, 
or  when  practicable,  on  a  lounge,  he  would  at  once  fall  into  a 
I»rofound  slumber,  and  in  ten  minutes,  perhaps,  be  back  at  his 
desk,  refreshed  and  able  to  take  up  the  thread  of  argument  just 
where  he  had  laid  it  down,  without  apparent  interruption  of 
thought.     '"Sleep  is  not  subtraction,  it  is  addition." 

AVhile  Dr.  Iloyt's  ofllcial  duties  were  of  late  years,  largely  out  . 
side  the  office,  he  possessc^d  the  most  valuable  faculty  of  l>eing 
abb*  to  return  to  his  desk  after  an  absence  of  several  days,  or 
possibly  a  fortnight,  and  put  his  finger,  so  to  speak,  upon  the 
exact  spot  where  each  >»ranch  of  his  work  had  been  left,  question 
in  the  most  minute  particulars  as  to  its  progress  in  different 
lines  and  direct  its  furtherance.

This  institution  was  specially  visited  and  inspected  in  behalf 
of  this  committee  by  In8i>ector  Lathrop,  December  23,  1898. 

In  previous  reports  the  history  of  the  struggles  of  the  Berk- 
shire Farm  in  the  accomplishment  of  its  mission  have  been  given 
at  length.  Its  condition  at  the  present  time  is  not  so  encourag- 
ing as  could  be  desired.  On  the  retirement  of  the  late  superin- 
tendent a  large  number  of  boys  were  returned  by  him  to  their 
parents  or  guardians,  and  the  impression  became  general  that 
the  Berkshire  Farm  School  had  reached  the  termination  of  its 
career.  In  this  miinner  the  population  was  reduced  to  twelve 
boys.  In  Apnl  last  a  new  superintendent,  Mr.  W.  W.  Mayo,  was 
appointed.  He  had  formerly  been  connected  with  the  institu- 
tion as  an  instructor.  Eis  efforts  to  impi*ove  the  condition  of 
the  institution  have  been,  in  some  measure,  successful. 

POPULATION. 

The  census  on  the  date  of  special  inspection  was  as  follows: 

Boys ; 31 

OfBcers  and  employes 12 
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dormiTory  into  the  rear  attic,  and  access  to  a  staircase  from  that 
part  secured,  or  an  outside  stairway,  or  proper  fire-escape, 
should  be  constructed  from  the  dormitory  on  the  third  floor  to 
the  ground. 

Further  fire  protection  should  be  ensured  by  an  increase  in 
the  water  supply,  and  in  connection  with  this  building,  together 
with  fire  buckets  and  similar  appliances  upon  the  several  floors.

yet  durable  structures  as  will  early  provide  for  thifi  large  and  de- 
serving class  of  cases  requiring  custodial  and  remedial  care. 

In  the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  the  occupancy  of 
those  nearing  completion,  as  well  as  to  render  fully  available 
some  of  those  lately  placed  in  use,  an  appropriation  for  furnish- 
ing  is  necessary.  Buildings  for  cold  storage  and  warehouse  pur- 
poses are  also  greatly  needed,  and,  when  established,  will  add  to 
the  economical  features  of  the  institution. 

Increased  steel  facilities  will  be  required,  which  involve  a  con- 
siderable addition  to  the  present  plant 

Extension  of  the  industrial  building  and  additional  tenement- 
houses,  designed  for  the  use  of  families  of  employee,  who  pay 
a  fair  rental  for  the  same,  are  also  required. 

Extensions  of  the  water  and  sewerage  systems  to  provide  for  the 
new  buildings  proposed  are  necessary.  The  items  as  well  as  the 
estimates  for  these  and  other  improvements  and  additions,  and 
for  an  iron  bridge  to  be  constinicted  across  Kishaqua  creek,  are 
treated  at  considerable  length  and  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the 
managers  of  the  CJolony,  hereto  appended,  and  to  which  reference 
is  to  be  had.

ing new  drains.  The  bam  is  old  and  in  poor  condition  and  too 
small  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  used.  The  board  of  su- 
pervisors should  make  appropriation  for  a  new  barn.  This  sug- 
gestion was  made  in  the  report  of  a  year  ago,  but  for  some  rea- 
son the  board  of  supervisors  has  not  seen  fit  to  make  this  im- 
provement. 

The  almshouse  site  consists  of  a  farm  of  250  acres;  about  100 
acres  under  cultivation.  The  soil  is  good.  There  are  a  number 
of  pigs  and  cows.  The  supply  of  milk  and  butter  is  ample,  and 
there  are  enough  cows  on  the  county  farm  to  supply  all  the  milk 
and  butter  required  by  the  inmates.  The  farm  also'  supplies  all 
the  vegetables  and  wheat  used  by  the  institution. 

There  are  practically  no  hospital  accommodations,  though  a 
physician  visits  the  institution  twice  a  week  or  oftener  if  oc- 
casion requires.  The  abominable  plan  obtains  in  this  institu- 
tion, as  in  G^enesee  county,  which  requires  the  physician  of  the 
institution  to  furnish  the  medicine  at  his  own  expense. 

The  clothing  furnished  the  men  is  of  poor  quality  and«  should 
be  improved  upon.
